FREDERICK C. PRICE, Los Angeles file IOO- 32636 , of unknown 
reliability, appeared voluntarily at the Los Angeles Division on 
August 31, 1950 to put himself on record as having 
with the Civil Rights Congress, the Communist Party of Los Angeles 
County, and the California Labor School. PRICE stated that subjec 
ROBERT HULL sponsored him into the Communist Party on June 30, 

PRICE also advised that subject was a homo-sexual. 

There is no further information concerning HULL in the files 
of the Los Angeles Division other than stated above. 

The files of the Los Angeles Division contain the following 
information regarding subject CHARLES DENNISON ROWLAND: 

Subject is currently being maintained on the Security Index 
of thiB office. ROWLAND currently is residing with HULL, is single 
and.employed as a clerk at the Morris Furniture Manufacturing Company, 
4433 South Alameda, Los Angeles, California. He is of the white race^. 
ROWLAND was inducted into the U.S. Army on December 22, 19^2 a-c Fort 
Snelling, Minnesota. Subject’s Army Serial-No. is 375^5297. He ^ as 
honorably discharged March 7 ;, 19^6 as Staff Sergeant at Camp Grant, 
Illinois, During the time ROWLAND served with the Army his occupation, 
was that of Educational Instructor. 

Subject has FBI Identification No. 5085792. 


Subject subsequent to his discharge from the U.S. Army returned 
to Gary, South Dakota and assumed the position of Field Secretary or tne 
newspaper "The Plainsman", published by the American Veterans Committee. 

In Minneapolis, Minnesota, subject in 19^7 was placed on the 
Communist Party Veterans Commission and Youth Commission. He was also 
active in the American Veterans Commission and also was Minnesota State 
Executive Secretary of the American Youth for Democracy which sponsored 
the appearance of GERHART EISLER in Minneapolis, Minnesota. 

Minneapolis informants state that subject in 19^7 a nd 19^6 was 
a member of the Communist Party in Minneapolis, Minnesota.

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In March, 1948.subject was reported to be Executive Secretary 
of the American Youth for Democracy in Minneapolis, Minnesota. 

Subject in 1948 according to Minneapolis informants was in 
constant contact with officials of the Communist Party, District No, 9 
and was a member of various committees in connection with American 
Youth for Democracy activities. Subject in July, 1948 in the capacity 
of -Executive Secretary of the American Youth for Democracy at 
Minneapolis authorized various telegrams directed to the U.S. State 
Department urging immediate issuance of passports of the delegates 
of the American Youth for Democracy to attend the International 
Conference of working youth to be held in Warsaw. 

Subject on January 1, 1948 attended a New Year's Eve party 
sponsored by the Student Section of the Communist Party in Minneapolis, 
Minnesota. In 1948 he attended meetings of~the American Youth for 
Democracy and was also Minnesota State Chairman of this organization. 
ROWLAND in December, 1948 attended a meeting of the YPA on the campus 
of the University of Minnesota. In 1949 ROWLAND was a member of the 
AYD r in Minneapolis, Minnesota and a subscriber to the "Daily Worker" 
and the "Worker". 

ROWLAND left Minneapolis around March 1, 1949 to seek employment 
in California. On March 1, 1950, subject while registering to vote, 
stated his intention to affiliate with the Independent Progressive Party. 

Informants of the Los Angeles Division, advised that they had 
no information to indicate that the subject was active in the LACCP. 

These informants covered Norwalk, California, subject residence, 
surrounding localities of Norwalk, California and Communist Party 
activity in Los Angeles County. 

Inasmuch as informants have reported ROBERT BOOTH HULL - .< 
expelled from the LACCP and there has been no Communist activity on 
subject's part since July, 1950 with the exception of membership 
in the Hollywood Arts, Sciences and Professions in September, 1951/ 
it is requested that Bureau authority be granted to interview HULL 
to ascertain any information he may possess concerning his past 
Communist Party activities.
